Mode of Eef.pi.ng Pigs in Mexico —Fine 
breeds of these useful animals are kept by 
many perso-is of wealth as an article of trade 
in the city of Mexico; and the care and atten- 
tion paid to their cleanliness and comfort so 
far exceed anything I have seen elsewhere, that 
a short account may be useful by furnishing 
hints to our farmers, brewers, distillers, &,c, 
by whom large numbers of these could be and 
are conveniently kept. The premises where 
the business is carried on are extensive, con- 
sisting in general of a good dwelling house, 
with a shop, slaughter house, and places for 
siDging the pigs, larg! bowls for rendering the 
lard, salting and drying rooms, and lard rooms, 
with wooden bins for containing the rendered 
fat, which is anarticls of great consumption in 
Spanish cookery, being us«d as a substitute for 
butter. There is also a soap manufactory, in 
which the offal fat is manufactured, and apart- 
ments where the blood is made into a kind of 
black-pudding and sold to the poor. Behind 
all these are the sties tor the hogs, generally 
from eight hundred to one thousand in number, 
which occupy a considerable range of well- 
built sheds, about thirty feet deep, with the 
roofs descending very low, and having the en- 
trance through low arches, before which is an 
open space, the whole length of the yard, and 
about twenty-four feet wide, in the centre of 
which is a kind ot aqueduct built of stone and 
rilled with clear water, supplied from a well 
at the end of the premises. The hogs can 
only put their noses int" this water through 
holes in the wall, which prevents their dirtying 
it, as it passes through the whole division of 
the yard. This is the only liquid given them, 
and their food is maias or Indian corn, slightly 
moistened, and scattered at stated hours on the 
ground, which in the yard, as well as the 
place where they sleep, is kept perfectly dry 
and clean. Tbey are attend -d with every pos- 
sible care. There is a cold bath on the prem- 
ises, which they are obliged frequently to use, 
aa cleanliness is considered essential to their 
acquiring that enormous load of fat from wh ch 
the principal profit is derived. Their ease and 
comfort seem also in every respect to be studi- 
ously attended to; and the occupation of two 
Indian lads will cause a smile on the counter - 
ance of my musical readers when they are ii - 
formed that they are employed from morning 
till night in settling any disputes or little bick- 
erings that may arise among the happy inhabi- 
tants of the community, either in respect to 
rank or condition, and in singing them to sleep. 
The boys are chosen for the strength of their 
lungs and their taste and judgment in delight- 
ing the ears and lulling the senses of this amia- 
ble harmonic society; tbey succeed each oth- 
er in chanting during the whole day, to the 
great delight and gratification of their bristly 
:e, who seem fully to appreciate the 
of t he performers — TouaU o n tke Pig.

Treatment of Winter Pears — By S. D 
Dewey, Hartford, Conn —It is now generally 
conceded, I believe, that the pear world does 
"move." Seeing is believing, so far as it goes; 
eatiug, is proof positive. Delicious winter 
pears ore raised; not merely as ^tasters," by 
the half dozen or so, but by the bushel; and pre- 
served, too, in good condition, for months. 
But, as scepticism on this subject is ror wLol- 
ly removed from the public mind, and as the 
su'' ject is of some importance, additional evi- 
dei.ee in the matter may not be deemed un- 
worthy of record. 

Oa the evening of the 22d of February last, a 
few horticultural friends of the worthy ex- 
President of our Society. Alfred Smith, Esq , 
met him, by appointment, at his residence, to 
witness some of the results of his judicious ex- 
periments in racing and keeping winter pears. 
He placed before us a superb collection of the 
three following varieties: Beurre d'Aremberg, 
Winter Nelis, arid Glout Mcrceau. They 
were truly beautiful to tin sight, and delicious 
to the taste, and were not only wtli developed 
in color, but also in form, having, apparently, 
lost but little, if any, of their original fullness 
of outline. 

In answer to the very natural inquiry which 
immediately arises, as to the causes of such 
success, I submit the following brief rule, in 
Mr. Smith's own words, -Pick late, and keep 
cool." 

His practice is ? 0 allow his pears to remain 
on the trees much longer than had generally 
been supposed advisable * 

His Wmter Nelis were not gathered until the 
20fhcf November, 1855— Beurre d'Aremberg 
and Giout Morceau cn the lO.h of November.f 

The fruit is, of course, very carefully han- 
dled in picking, and then put into baskets and 
boxes, and placed in a cool room, over a shed, 
which can be well ventilated and well closed 
at proper times. When winter has evidently 
"set in," X the pears are all carefully examined, 
and put into boxes, - ay one or two tiers in a 
box, and removed to a room on the first floor of 
the dwelling house, in the northwest corner, ad- 
joining a hall which is always moderately warm. 
The temperature of this fruit room for the pre- 
sent win'er has been about 40 deg., the average 
a trifle les?. 

The Beurre d'Aremberg are en pear stock 
(t e. y grafted on old tree-), the Glout Morceau 
on quince, and the Winter Nelis double work- 
ed, the last two being about twelve years from 
the bud || 

These prars have gradually ripened, and be- 
come in good eating condition — a few every 
day — for a period of three months. None of 
them were brought out to ripen, into a room of 
a warmer temperature. Mr. Smith's opinion 
is that the B u'A. does not need such treat- 
ment, although he admits that the Winter Nelis 
and Glout Morceau might be somewhat impro- 
ved by it. 

One word about another pear, the Brurre 
Diel. Mr. S. grows this both on pear and 
quince The difference, in his opinion, in the 
quality of the fruit is not very great. Those 
on quince, are, perhaps, more melting, and of 
somewhat better flavoi; those on pear closer 
grained and later keepers. Some few of his 
Buerre Diel were preserved through January; 
in fact, the very last one was eaten on the 10th 
day of February ! 

•n n this eonawtion— the actios of frost: the flowasd elora- 
t<OB of sap, before and after the fall cf the leaves, the in- 
apiasatioa cf saccharine and preserratiTe partieles, ss oob- 
netted with theezodatioa of aqneocs matter; the abscrptioa 
atid exhalation of gases fce , were britflT d» cussed, aad may 
form the materials of a f atoreeommnnieatioa. Meanwhile, 
this braaeh of the sabjeoa is par* cnlarly commended to the 
atteation of the numerous readers and eorreepondtateof the 
Horticulturist, many of whom are doubtless well qualified to 
impart much Talnable information deriTed from recent de- 
Trlopments end experiments.

Oil Your Hje Handles, &c —As th» sea- 
son has arrived in whicn farmers have all their 
implements in use, it may be well to remind 
them that the weather has a very destructive in- 
fluence on wood. All implements should have 
been newly painted before taking out, after 
having been well boused during the winter. A 
simple dressing of linseed oil s a great saving, 
and such articles as rakes, hoe3, that are 
not commonly painted. should ceitiinly be rub- 
bed over with linseed oil. I; will increase their 
durability and give them a smoothness which 
no wear can impart without it. During th» 
summer I frequently take my rakes (while in 
use), hoe.--, spades, and ev«n ^x^s, and oil the 
wood thoroughly, and I belieje I lose nothir is 
by so doing.

Financial Crahi in Ewm — ibe man 
which was telegraphed yes ertia} , from Hali- 
fax, confirm? in the most striking macwr the 
views we exprese* «1 s° me a ys since in refer 
ence to the course of the Balk ot France I 
i> now quite apparent that ihe Emperor of the 
French has resolved to sacrifice i he speculators 
rather than :ilarm the people at large by a mea 
sure which could not have failed to remind 
everv one of the days of the old as.nzuats and 
the Riign of Terror. H- has authorized the 
Bank to protect itself, which it if. doing most 
(ftctuJty. Firrrt class ppper, with less than 
six'y flays to tun, it discounts at six per centj 
but lhat only in small quantity; paper at along 
er date it will t ot toi ch at al ; it r. quires a 
margin cf eighty per cent, over the markei 
value to cover its advances on ra L oad stocks, 
and a margin of sixty per cent, on government 
stocks. Ihese mecsures may be said to have 
declared Paris fiuan< ia'ly id a state of siege. 
Very few of the operators at the Bjurse can 
command short turn :ate pane'; they operate- 
mainly with railroad securities, some classes 
of government stocks, and second, third, and 
fourth rate paper. A*i i tea may be formed cf 
the- alarming character « f the crisis fr»m the 
reflection tba', u.-iCer the new bank regime, 
these men will not oe able to get money at all 
on any terms. 

We see bow bard they are struggling from 
the astonishing drain upon the specie reserve 
of the Bai k of England, equal to a million 
■terlingio a week, and requiring the immediate 
increase of the rate of interest to six and seven 
per cent. But it is not to be expected that tuty 
will obtain auy permanent relief from this 
source. The Bank of England, acting freely 
and without government control, will simp'y 
shut down the door upon borrowers, if, to do 
so, she is compelled to raise the rate of interest 
to ten per cent or even bigber. And after a 
struggle, the length and character of which 
must d>pend upon the financial s'rer.g'h of the 
operators involved, all these Freucjmen mu.-t 
inevitably be strangled. A' least, we can s<e 
at present no other issue. 

Of course it is hard to say how far a crash of 
this kind would extend. The Credit Mobilier 
goir.g. probably some of the roads in France 
would go, and other enterprises in which Brit- 
ish capital is involved. No doubt a vast num- 
ber ot commercial houses would be unneces°ari- 
ly sucked into the vortex and subm< rgc*. For 
a time the distress in monetary circles Through- 
out the European Continent, and therefore also 
in London and here, would undoubtedly be se- 
vere; but afier the first cri is, the suffering 
might perhaps be small in c MB| arison to the 
extent of surface cleared. Our ultimate injury 
be in exacl proportion to the concealed 
of our corporate finaucial institu- 
tions; for, commercially speaking, our direct in- 
terest in a French convulsion would be slendei; 
but our hazard, arising from analogies betweeu 
our position and the;:s, would certainly be 
great.— A T . Y. Herald. 



Pry jb. the Duelist.— Roger A. Pry or, ed 
itor of the Richmond Ei qnirer, seems emulous 
of the reputation of a Mr. McClung. So we 
award it. He has only rei used to tight once, 
and that was a son of (Ex'ra Billj ) Ex -Gov- 
ernor Sinih, of Virginia, he b ting physically 
the only equal opponent he was ever called to 
encounter. He would not allow th»n (the 
spring of '55) the right of a son to fight his 
insulted and agi d father's battles. But now, 
when he finds a »on willing to do so, like young 
Bolts, with every j dnt quivering with disease, 
he gallantly lays aside hu scruples and accepts 
the challenge to the field. Magnanimous Pry- 
or, chiva'iic champion of the code of honor 
Knowing positively that John Minor Botts does 
not recognize the code, he sends him a ca:tel 
by Banks, of the Petersburg Democrat, of 
whom Syme, of the Petersburg Intelligencer, 
once said, "that he was the greatest of all the 
Banks in Virginia, so green that grasshoppers 
loved to jump on him." Well, Botts, the el- 
der, refused like a man of sixty should, and ad- 
ministers a fitting rebuke to the would-be-duel- 
ist. The correspondence appeared in the En- 
quit er with comments by Banks (a would-be 
second edition of Pry or, done un in worse 
calf).

Id 
the form commonly seen, every successive 
stroke of the fire «ngine starts from a dead 
rest, and the power with which the stroke ends 
is totally lost in giving a blow to the frame of 
the engine, giving it a very serious concussion. 
These new springs are claimed to prevent all 
jar and concussion from the stroke of the 
levers, and they convert the tntire power with 
which the stroke is ended into power acting in 
the opposite direction for beginning the next 
-Bosroa Atlas.

Brothers, of Sr. Lou s, in this wise: He first 
purchased, with the procseds cf some of his 
previous successful rascalities, a bill on L>r,- 
don. drawn by Belmont, of th s city, at three- 
day s' s git on RMhschili, for £t 800 sterling, 
or aboui $14 000, which instead of being drawn 
in triplicate, as the usual practice is, was made, 
cy special request, in a s-st of four bills of same 
tenor ai d date This was in June last. Ihe 
fourth bill rt the set was at once collected m 
London by D lfton, as a bill tingle; leaving a 
lull set, according to u«ual pracice, in his 
hands, which, by ingeniously en sing the evi- 
dence that four instead of three h id been issu- 
ed, he managed to sell to the St. Louis house in 
August. His next attempted a< iievem»nt was 
to proceed to Chicago with the proceeds of the 
JL'2 80:1 in Missouri/Bond Notes and purchase of 
S oft &. Co six smaller bills on London, ar- 
ranged in the following sums, drawn only in 
duplicates:

Among 'he official dispatches from Governor 
Geary of Kansas is one dated Lfcomp'cn, Oct. 
15, in which he details circumstances a f tendirg 
'he arrest of an organized band, consisting of 
about 240 persons, among whom were a few 
» oncn and children, comprising seven families 
Ihis party was reguhrly formed in military 
order under command of General Pomeroy anil 
Colonel^ Eldriiige, Perry ai d others. They 
had with them twenty wagons, in which w 
a supply of new arms, mostly muskets with 
bavonets, sabres, ar.d a lot of saddles, Slc , suf- 
ficient to eq'iip a ba'tfil on, consisting of ope- 
fourih cavalry and the remainder infantry. 
Besides these arms which Gov. Geary says Wf i e 
evidently intended for a military organization 
and which were in the wagons, a search which I 
wa? strongly objected to, the emigrants were 
provid.d with shot-guns, r iles, pistols, 
suffi:ien r for the ordinary uses of persons trav- 
eling in Kansas or any other of the Western 
Territories. 

They had with them neither oxen, household 
furniture, Mechanics' tools, agricultural imple- 
ments, nor any of the necessary appurtenances 
of peaceful settlers. They were permitted to 
pursue their j jurney undt r escort of a sq'iadron 
of Dragoons, and subsequently Geary, accord- 
ing to promise, met them near Topeka. They 
apologized for their evident at d undeniable 
disregard cf Gov. Geary's proclamation, which 
apology, though plausable, was far from satis 
factory. 

After welcoming them as peaceful emigrants 
and assuring them that be would positively en- 
force bis proclamation and suffer no party of 
men to enter or travel through the Territory 
with warlike or hostile appearance to the ter- 
ror of the peaceful citizens and dar.ger of re- 
newing the disgraceful and alarming scenes 
through which the inhabitants had so recently 
passed, Gov. Geary insisted upon the immedi- 
ate disbandonment of the combination, whi< b 
was agreed to with alacrity. The majority of 
the men were evidently gratified to learn that 
tbey bad been deceived in relation to Karsis 
affairs and that peace and q liet, instead of 
strife and contention, were reigning there. His 
remarks were received wi'h frequent demon- 
s'ra'ioi s of approbation, and at their close the 
nrganizition was broken up and its members 
dispersed in various directions after they had 
been dismissed from cus'ody and the fact an- 
Lour.ce 1 by Maj jr fcibly. Their thankfulness 
forhis kind treatment toward them during the 
time he held them under arrest was expressed 
by giving him three hearty and enthusiastic 
cheers 

Amorg the documer.ts is the report ol the 
Emigrants to Gov. Geaiy, complaining of the 
routh treatment th*>y received from the 
troops, acting, as they understood, iiLder orders 
from Mr. Preston, TJ. S Mar.-hall, declaring 
their mission to Kansas as peaceful, having no 
organiz ition save one of police for their own 
rfgulation and defence on the way, and coming 
in ihat spirit to the Territory, they claimed the 
right of American citizens to bear arms and be 
exempt from unlawful search andseizire. 

Capt Selby, who had them in charge, says 
they were never for one moment made to feel 
the restraints of military discipline, but were, 
on the contrary, relieved from the onerous duty 
and necessity of military nigb'ly guards and 
assisted rather than retarded in their journey. 
The Captain, agreeably to Gov. Geary'i instruc- 
tions, restored such of the arms as were claimet 
as individual property. 

Baltimore, Oct. 28. 
The N*w O leans Picayune, received h«re, 
publishes a letter from General Gadtd^B, 
which intimites that the new Minister from the 
United States w.ll not find the government to 
whieh he is accredited in existence, and states

There was a tumultuous and discordant assem- 
blage last evening at the National Hall on acail 
for the true friends of Fillmore and Donr hon 
W. F. Smith presided. He said he was opposed 
to fusion, but, upon adding except upon honor- 
able terms, he was interrupted with crie3, 
groans, and hisses. The built of the meeting 
was opposed to the support of a fusion ticket. 
Any proposition favoring it was groaned 
down amid the loudest confusion. Finally reso- 
lutions denouncing fusion, passed on Saturday 
' ight by a similar meeting, were reaffirmed. 
Joseph B. Cobb, of Mississippi, made a Fill- 
more spetcb, and, avoiding all allusion to the 
support ot a fusion ticket, wjs heai ily applaud- 
ed. George Washington Reel attempted to 
sneak, but was greeted with hisses and groans 
and termed a traitor, and tiiialiy made his es- 
cape to the back door to avoid personal vio- 
lence from the assemblage. 

The proceedings of the last few days con- 
vince men of all parties that the Democrats 
will carry Pennsylvania by a largely increased 
majority.
